This is the final response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the Department 
of Homeland Security (DHS), dated and received in this office on November 29, 201 1. You are 
seeking "all records on, about, mentioning or [concerning] the request for Obama Sr.'s A-File to 
be provided to Delores Barber in unredacted format after being released to a requester under the 
FOIA [including but not limited to] the responsive records to those that show how the unredacted 
copy was used and why it was requested to be sent to the DHS Office of Privacy in or around 
April of 2011." 

We conducted a comprehensive search of files within the DHS Privacy Office (PRIV) for 
records that would be responsive to your request. Unfortunately, we were unable to locate or 
identify any responsive records. 

While an adequate search was conducted, you have the right to appeal this determination that no 
records exist within the DHS Privacy Office (PRIV) that would be responsive to your request. 
Should you wish to do so, you must send your appeal and a copy of this letter, within 60 days of 
the date of this letter, to: Associate General Counsel (General Law), U.S. Department of 
Homeland Security, Washington, D.C. 20528, following the procedures outlined in the DHS 
FOIA regulations at 6 C.F.R. § 5.9. Your envelope and letter should be marked "FOIA Appeal."

If there is another DHS component you believe to be in possession of responsive records, please 
submit another FOIA request to our office identifying the specific component and the documents 
you believe they possess or you may send the request directly to the FOIA office within that 
DHS component.

The Office of Government Information Services (OGIS) also mediates disputes between FOIA 
requesters and Federal agencies as a non-exclusive alternative to litigation.
